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EROSION CONTROL ONLY 
MEANS TO AN END, 
SAYS FORESTER 


SANTA PAULA—‘Soil erosion con- 
trol work is only a means to an end,” 
said John F. Preston, forester, in an 
address today in Santa Paula to for- 
esters, agronomists, range examiners, 
and biologists of the soil conservation 
service from California and Nevada in 
their annual meet. Preston is in charge 
of the Woodland section of the soil 
conservation service, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 

“The heart and soul of a permanent 
agriculture is the philosophy of a good 
farm,” Preston told the conservation- 
ists. “The good farmer is one who im- 
proves and conserves his soil, and when 
he passes on, leaves behind a farm ca- 
pable of supporting future generations 
of men.”
